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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8-13, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8, lines 6-7, it is not clear as to what is being defined by "at least one 
moving distribution head providing at least one reading head". How does a distribution 
head provide a reading head? It is not clear as to what is being defined by "providing"? 
The specification is not clear as to how the distribution head is provided with a reading 
head. Line 8, it is not clear as to what is being defined by "distribution tubes associated 
to the moving distribution head". How are distribution tubes associated to the moving 
distribution head? It is not clear as to what is being defined by "associated to..."? Line 
14, it is not clear as to what is being defined by "based upon a reading of the 
identification label". By which element is a reading performed? 

Claim 1 1 , lines 2-3, "the distribution tubes of the moving distribution head" lacks 
appropriate antecedent basis within the claim. It is therefore, not clear as to what "the 
distribution tubes of the moving distribution head" serves to define. 

Claim 15, lines 8-9, it is not clear as to what is being defined by "the moving 
distribution head attaches to the plurality of distribution tubes". Is the language of lies 8- 
9 directed to a procedural step? Otherwise, the specification does not appear clear and 
complete as to how "the moving distribution head attaches to the plurality of distribution 
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tubes". Lines 16-17, it is not clear as to what is being identified by "such that the moving 
distribution head can select..." or "for positioning the distribution tube whose diameter 
corresponds to the diameter of the parts..." It is not clear from the language of lines 1 6- 
18 as to what "the moving distribution tube can select". Or, it is not clear as to what 
element is "for positioning the distribution tube". 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
